\Familiarity breeds indifference. 
Wen the constant presence of dan 


ger loses Its terrors for us when we 
can't escape it or when we become 
convinced that the process required to 
rid ourselves of it is more complicated 
than the danger itself. 


This has wide application in Florida 


to a considerable list of diseases that 
are actually preventable, or at least 
possible of restriction far beyond their 
present prevalence. Malaria is one o! 
these. The disease Is usually consid 
ered a necessary accompaniment ol 
new and undeveloped countries, ant 
the popular* fancy, even In these mod 
era and enlightened times, accepts the 
fable that It comes from the mists am 
miasmas arising from wet places. 


The only basis for truth in such 


imaginings is that such conditions fa 
vor the breeding of the anopheles mos 
quito, by which the germs are carriec 
from the malaria-infected individual to 
other individuals who up to that time 
are free from the infection. Even in 
such surroundings the disease would 
be impossible unless It were brought 
from other localities by persons who 
were actually suffering from It. 


This suggests the idea that it is pos 


sible that any given section or terrt 
toVy may be treed Irom this infection 
and that it is possible has been proven 
over large areas in different parts ol 
the world. Indeed, the Southern Medi 
cal association, through a commission 
of able physicians, Is now working out 
the details of a comprehensive cam 
paign by which the southern states are 
to be emancipated from malaria 
It Is 


Indeed possible, but the most import 
ant, because most difficult, element in 
this campaign will'be the co-operation 
of the people, of the victims them 
selves, who are the actual sufferers 


Every person who has this disease 


la the center of infection and danger 
to those about him, within a large ra 
dlus 
The germs of malaria in the 


blood of the patient are absorbed by 
the mosquito in its bite, and passing 
through certain stages of development 
in the mosquito, these germs are trans 
mltted to new victims by the game 
mosquito, and the process is repeated 
ndeflnitely and with increasing vigor 
from the beginning of the warm sea- 
son to its close 


During the winter and when 
the 


temperatures generally fall below 60 
degrees fahrenhelt, the anopheles mos- 
quito cannot carry the infection, but 
the germs of the disease are perpetu- 
ated In a more or less dormant condi- 
tion In the blood of the human host, 
or patient. 


There is thus a cycle of development 


by which the mosquito Infects man 
and man infects the mosquito, and If 
at any stage this circle of growth is 
broken the spread of the disease is 
stopped in this particular direction. 


Theoretically there are two ways of 


breaking In upon this cycle: First, by 
the destruction of the mosquito, the 
sole agent of carrying the disease, or 
its germs, from one human host to an- 
other While it is possible to prevent 
the breeding of the mosquito locally, 
destroying the breeding places by fill 
Ing up or draining wet spots or by the 
use of kerosene on the surfaces of 
stagnant waters; yet It is evident that 
the destruction of the entire mosquito 
crop by any known means is a practi- 
cal impossibility. 


The second measure of prevention Is 


by the protection of .the human being 
from the bite of the mosquito, whether 
it be Infected or not. The anopheles 
Is dormant or idle during daylight 
hours. It gets busy in the early even- 
ing and holds high carnival throughout, 
the night. It is during these hours 
that Floridians In particular should be 
watchful against this pest. 


It used to be considered that the 


bite of the mosquito was nothing more 
than annoying. Medical science has

shown that it la dangerous, that is, the 
attack of certain of the many varieties 
of these Insects, not of all, although 
it may some time be discovered that 
each variety has a menace all its own. 
And so it is best and safest -tB take 
no- chances with any of them . 


No mosquito can penetrate a sub- 


stantial wire screen properly put up. 
Therefore, surround your porches with 
screens. See that they are put and 
kept in place and hi good Oder. Screen 
the doors and windows of your home', 
of your living rooms, dining rooms, 
kitchens and bathrooms. Screen the 
windows of the bedrooms and over the 
beds have nets and tuck them In care- 
fully before you retire. 


The screen is as necessary a part of 


the Florida home as its roof. This 
statement may be questioned, but stop 
and think about it before you deny it 
A roofless house would' be no more 
a menace to health during the larger 
part of the year In Florida than a 
house without screens 


These facts regarding malaria are 


not fresh 
revelations to inteligent 


Floridians or to those who have re- 
sided here, but even Floridians become 
careless and Indifferent and need re^ 
minders of the dangers that threaten 
them. And malaria is one of these 
dangers, but one that may be removed 
and avoided.—State Board of Health.

\Familiarity breeds indifference. 
Even the constant presence of dan 


ger loses its terrors for us when w 
can't escape it or when we becom 
convinced that the process required t 
rid ourselves of it is more complicate 
than the danger itself. 


This has wide application in Florid 


to a considerable list of diseases tha 
are actually preventable, or at leas 
possible of restriction far beyond the! 
present prevalence. Malaria is one o 
these. The disease Is usually consld 
ered a necessary accompaniment 
new and undeveloped countries, an 
the popular fancy, even in these mod 
era and enlightened times, accepts th 
fable that it comes from the mists an 
miasmas arising from wet places. 


The only basis for truth in sue 


imaginings is that such conditions fa 
vor the breeding of the anopheles mo 
quite, by which the germs are carrle 
from the malaria-infected individual t 
other individuals who up to that tlm 
are free from the infection. Even i 
such surroundings the disease woul 
be impossible unless it were brough 
from other localities by persons wh 
were acttially suffering from it. 


This suggests the idea that it is poi 


sible that any given section or terr 
toVy may be freed from this infection 
and that it is possible has been prove 
over large areas in different parts o 
the world. Indeed, the Southern Med 
cal association, through a commissio 
of able physicians, is now working ou 
.he details of a comprehensive cam 
paign by which the southern states ar 
o be emancipated from malaria. It i 
ndeed possible, but the most import 
nt, because most difficult, element i 
his campaign will'be the co-operatlo 
if the people, of the victims them 
ielves, who are the actual sufferers. 


Every person who has this diseas 


s the center of infection and dange 
o those about him, within a large ra 
ius 
The germs of malaria in th 


lood of the patient are absorbed by 
he mosquito in its bite, and passing 
li rough certain stages of developmen 
n the mosquito, these germs are trans 
mltted to new victims by the same 
mosquito, and the process is repeated 
ndeflnltely and with increasing vigor 
rom the beginning of the warm sea 
on to its close. 
During the winter and when 
the 


emperatures generally fall below 60 
egress fahrenhelt, the anopheles mos 
uito cannot carry the infection, bui 
he germs of the disease are perpetu. 
ted In a more or less dormant condi 
Ion in the blood of the human host 
r patient. 
There is thus a cycle of development 


by which the mosquito infects man 
and man infects the mosquito, and if 
at any stage this circle of growth Is 
broken the spread of the disease is 
stopped in this particular direction. 


Theoretically there are two ways of 


breaking In upon this cycle: First, by 
the destruction of the mosquito, the 
sole agent of carrying the disease, or 
Its germs, from one human host to an 
other While it is possible to prevent 
tbe breeding of the mosquito locally, 
destroying the breeding places by fill- 
Ing up or draining wet spots or by the 
use of kerosene on the surfaces of 
stagnant waters; yet It is evident that 
the destruction of the entire mosquito 
crop by any known means Is a practi- 
cal impossibility. 


The second measure of prevention is 


by the protection of .the human being 
from the bite of the mosquito, whether 
It be Infected or not. The anopheles 
ts dormant or idle during daylight 
hours. It gets busy in the early even- 
ing and holds high carnival throughout, 
the night. It is during these hours 
that Floridians In particular should be 
watchful against this pest. 


It used to be considered that the 


bite of the mosquito was nothing more 
than annoying. Medical science has

shown that It is dangerous, that is, the 
attack of certain of the many varieties 
of these Insects, not of all, although 
it may some time be discovered that 
each variety has a menace all its own. 
And so it is best and safest -to take 
ao chances with any of them . 


No mosquito can penetrate a sub; 


stantial wire screen properly put up. 
Therefore, surround your porches with 
screens. See that they are put and 
kept in place and in good Oder. Screen 
the doors and windows of your home', 
of your living rooms, dining rooms, 
kitchens and bathrooms. Screen the 
windows of the bedrooms and over the 
beds have nets and tuck them In care- 
fully before you retire. 
' 


The screen is as necessary a part of 


the Florida home as its roof. This 
statement may be questioned, but stop 
and think about it before you deny it 
A roofless house would be no more 
a menace to health during the larger 
part of the year iu Florida than a 
house without screens. 


These facts regarding malaria are 


not fresh 
revelations to inteligent 


Floridians or to these who have re- 
sided here, but even Floridians become 
careless and Indifferent and need rq- 
minders of the dangers that threaten 
them. And malaria is one of these 
dangers, but one that may be removed 
and avoided.—State Board of Health.
